WOMEN IN ARMY LEAGUE

New Organization Opens Doors
to All Citizens.

Washington, Dec. 31 --Buifrageties have
recelved o word of encourggement from
the Army League of the United States,
which has declded that its membership
may include “all citizens of gomd repute,
both men and women' The organizi-
tion, while only recently formed, already
Includes in  Its membership  Theodore
Roosevelt, Granville Dodge,  Robert
Bacon, Curtlg Guild, Willlam . Endicott,
August Belmont, Henry A, du Pont and
the adjutants  general and  prominent
militia ofMcars of many of the States.
The league i= non-political.

Following an anneuncement to-day that
In the near future a meeting I8 to be
called to elsct permanent officers, a com-
mittes, conslpting of Henry White, for-
merly Ambassador to France, Lieuténant
(General J. . Bates, U. 8 A, (retlred),
and  Frederick la Huldekoper, Issued a
cireutar letter explaining its alms and
objects. The letter says, In part:

We belleve that we ghould have a reg-
ular army =trong enough o meet the
emergencies of the hour, and that back
of it, engaged In thelr civie nrsuis,
should be 4 suMclent number o tradned
citizens to augment this army to a furse
adequate to meet the requirements of war
with n first class power. “The Army
League desires to impress upon the prople
of this conutry the fact that ull eltizens
have a certailn iilitary as well ar elvie
responsthility, and that they should pre-
pare themselves as fully as sible to
discharge this responsibitity in an effi-
clent manner.

“Preparedness is the hest insurance
agalnst war,” the letter adds. “This can

only be done in time of peace.”
